Michael Foyla, J ohn 
Kerrigan and Edward Pierce were killed, 
and Patrick Connor and J ohn Noffn ware 
badly burned. 
At the time of the accident J ohn H. Hosie 
and J . Gallagher were standing at the head 
of toe slope and felt the rush of the air out 
of the mine caused by the explosion. 
The 
only occupants of the mine at the time 
were a party of fire or six miners, who had 
gone in to clear op their chambers. 
Mine 
Inspector Blowitt and Gallagher, with a 
party, immediately entered the mine and 
found the party who had gone before near 
the entrance of one of the chambers, a short 
distance from tho foot of an inclined plane, 
about 150 feet from where tho heading 
branches off. 
Pierce, Hugh Connor, Gau­ 
ghan and Foyle were dead when found. 
J ohn Nofln was the tirst man brought out. 
lie was badly burned on the face and arms. 
J ohn Kerrigan died beforo reaching tho 
surface, though he did not seem so badly 
hurt as the others. 
J ohn Connor, the third 
one to be reached, was badly cut on the 
head, knee and arm, and has severe burns 
on the face and hands 
The fire boss, Ed 
Pierce, lay dead about ten rods from where 
the other men were found. 
Patrick Connor says tha t ho and the 
others waited for soma time at the mouth of 
tho mine for tli3 lire boss. 
A t last bo came 
from anothor vein. 
He said he had not 
been in tuo lower vein yet, but told the m ‘to 
come on am 
would see i t everything 
was all right. 
They went to the foot of the 
new road, when Pierce waut ahead to where 
lie had a box with soma lamps and oil in it. 
He carried a safety-lamp,

Kerrigan wanted him to try to go with him 
to the foot, and he rose on his feet to do so, 
but he felt so sick ho could not go, and had 
to lie down again. 
They waited there in

At last they 
heard voices, 
an I Connor called.
